An° interesting resume of ‘the 
cholera epidemic in Hongkong Is 
contained in the weekly report of 
the Lengue of Nations Health Or- 
gunisutlon (Eastern Bureau) which 
was laid on the table ot yesterday's 
meeting of the Urban Council, 


India, Burma, Macao, Chinn and 
Hongkong all had cholera cases, the 
biggest number being 203 cases and 
120 deaths in this Colony for the 
week ending September 4.) Macao 
was second with 64 cases ‘and 36 
deaths. 


The report traces the history of 
the epidemic from July 21, when a 
coolie who had died of the disease 
on- the. .steamship.. Kwangtung was 
landed here from [olhow. There 
had been over a hundred cascs at 
Hoihow up te July 1 


Only July 24 n student arrived 
here from) Canton ond diced of 
cholera. For the week ending 
August 7 -there were 51 cases, and 
the epidemic raplidiy approached it: 
climax, causing 716 denths up te 
September 4. Nearly .200 of these 
were mortuary cases, having not 
passed through the hospital.

Dr. Koo really 
asked very little of the com- 
mittee. The whole tone of his 
address was significant, imdicat- 
ing a shaken. faith in the.effee- 
tiveness of the League in mat- 
ters of this nature. - 

If the League cannot defend 
the right, it can at Jeast indicate 
the wrong-doer; if the League 
cannot prevent the Slaughter of 
innocent people, it can at least 
condemn the responsible party, 
he said, in effect. It seems he 
expected very little. And who 
can blame-China for a lack of 
optimism when seeking help 
from a body whose record in the 
great crises of the past has been 
so shoddy?

INOR cusuulties of some sort arc 
pound to occur from time to 
time in every houschold, and a little 
store of first-ald requisites should ul- 
ways be kept safe at hand. It does 
happen sometimes, however, that 
accidents {uke place away from 
home, when the family medicine 
chest is not available, In this case 
st is useful to know that many very 
excellent remedies can be found 
among the ordinary household stores. 
Most people know the eMicacy of 
the blue bay as a remedy for wasp 
and bee stings, but it is so gencrally 
realised that a raw sliced onion 1s 
equally good, or even B ttle damp 
salt. The plnee should first be cx~ 
amined to sce If the sting is stilt left 
in, and if so it should be squeezed 
out at once, If -here Js much swel- 
ling nnd irritation, © compress of a 
folded handkerchief wrung out in 
hot water will relieve the pain. 

In the case of 0 gnat bite, a drop 
of pure ammonia will ease the pain, 
4 dabbed on at once, and when jo- 
Ing a plenic‘it is a goed idea to carry 
a small flat bottle of ammonia In the 
handbags, or pocket. 

Vinegnr is invaluable in many 
ways. A mixture of vinegar and 
honey, taken In‘ sips, or used with 
water as a pargie, Is splendid for 
warding off incipient sore throats. 
In the event of a bad attack of hic- 
coughs, take half a teaspoonful of 
vinegar very slowly, then hold the. 
braath as long as possible- 


Bruises and Burns 


For o brulsed knee or elbow, the 
result of a knock, make a paste of 
fine oatmeal and vinegar, und spread 
{t thickly ‘over the. bruise, then ban- 
dage firmly, and keep on for an hour 
or two or overnight. The pain and 
discolouration will have almost dis~ 
uppeared by the morning. .

“In cases of sudden Illness, an extra 
hot water bottle Is often wanted, As 
a wsubstitute for this, Ml n flannel 
bay with sult, plaice ina hot oven 
for an hour-or two, and put in the 


bed. This bag’ will retain {ts heat | 


for as long as a hot water bottle. 

An old-fashioned but most eMlencl- 
ous cure for 2 sore throat js made 
by spreading salt, heated In the oven, 
on a flannel or in a woollen stocking, 
tylng the ends, and wrapping tt round 
the throat. 

In the cose of a cut or wound, 
when there ts no fodine at hand, use 
aaveuls solution of salt and water for 
bathing it. This both heals and 
cleanses it, warding off any danger 
of blood-polsoning. 

Onions have their uses too, Ear- 
ache Js soon relieved if an onion is 
boled, wrapped in.a clean hand- 
Kerehief, und bolnd- over the car. 
An oxcellent cure fgr a severe cough 
is a raw onion, hopped up flnely 
and covered with: brawn sugar, The 
fumes help the breathing, and the 
juice cases the cough. :

housewife whose achievement merits 
this high praise may well feel 
pleased, for, to be able“to make ¢x- 
cellent meat-pies is an extremely 
use. accomplishment. 

In the first place, a meat ple can 
be put on the table cither hot or cold, 
nnd dt ean be made the day 
before, or a couple of hours before 
a meal is due, Secondly, baked In a 
ple, .a little meat, fish, or poultry 
toes quite a longz-way, and if that. 
small quantity ts eked out with a 
bit of eg, macaronl, or vexetable, 
is quite possible for the ple to be 
all the better for this convenient 
cconomy. ‘ 


Pie-Crusts to Eat Cold 
—— 


Hot ples ore tasty when made with 
almost any kind of good crust. If 
the filling is of chicken, rabbit, 
pigeon, or fish, the crust can be rather 
a rich one, such. as puff, or flaky 
pastry, made with fous: ounces of 
butter. or_myrgarine to six ounces of 
flour, A beef-steak pic * is beiter 
with a short crust, and no rather 
thicker ond plainer one can‘be used 
if, preferred, 

“A plain crust, tasting rather like 
bread, Is often liked In loaf ples that 
are enten cold and cut in solid slices, 
and, to gct this, beet dripping should 
be used Instead of butter, or the pas- 
try will be brittle. Melt the dripping 
and ndd it to tho flour with enough 
milk or water to make a thick paste. 
If the cold pic has only a top cover- 
ing, thls crust is best made short, 
with Inrd, butter,.or dripping. Re- 
member to put a good pinch of salt 
In ull pastry made for savourles,

Skin and cyt 
up the chicken, slice the eggs, and 
stew the curcase for pravy, Put the 
chicken and other.ingredients of the 
Ming in Inyers in a pie-dish, and 
add half a pint of cold water, Bor- 
der and cover with pastry, decorate 
and brush with egg-yolk or milk, 
Bake about one and ao half hours, 
and, when done, pour In the gravy 
nt the top.. The ple should be 
covered with paper when half-done 
to make It golden brown and not 
scorched. 

For the filling of a rabbit ple you 
want ua young rabbit, a few slices 
of fat bacon, half a pint of stock and 
seasoning. Cut the rabbit into about 
ten pieces, wash well In snited water, 
and dry, Make steck by simmering 
hend, liver, and kidneys for one 
hour. Lay the pleces of rabbit and 
bacon In a pic-dish, and seasoning 
and stock. Cover with o plate, and 
bake in a hot oven for about an hour, 
Cool, and then cover with a crust, 
which will need a further half-hour's 
boking, 

Yorkshire Louf Pie should be caten 
cold. Shin of beef, cut Into small 
pleces, seasoned Nberally, and stow- 
ed for flve hours, makes the best, 
and, an extremely economical, filling 
for this ple, The crust Js brend- 
like, made with six ounces of melted 
dripping, one pound of flour, a tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, a pinch 
of salt, and enough water to make a 
thick paste, Grense a square take- 
tin, Nne it thickly with the pastry, 
and put jn the meat when quite cold. 
Fold over the pastry except just in 
the middie, and bake for nearly an

solution condemning the Japa- 
nese bombing of Chinese towns, 
following the appeal of Dr. Well- 
ington Koo, China’s representa- 
tive, for reinforcement of the 
universal demand of the civilised 
world for the abandonment of 
such. practices. Dr. Koo really 
asked very little of the com- 
mittee. The whole tone of his 
uddress was significant, indicat- 
ing a shaken faith in the effec- 
tiveness of the League in mat- 
ters of this nature. ae 

If the League cannot defend 
the right, it, can at least indicate 
the wrong-docr; if the League 
cannot prevent the slaughter of 
innocent people, it can at least 
condemn the responsible party, 
he said, in effect. It seems he 
expected. very little. And who 
can blame, China for a lack of 
optimism, when seeking help 
from a body whose record in the 
great crises of the past has been 
so shoddy?. Recognising that 
the meeting, at Geneva is more 
or less academic, and that, in any 
event, it can do nothing more 
than pass resolutions and make 
recommendations’ to the League 
Assembly and Council, Dr. Koo 
refrained from making specific 
demands. His appeal was broad, 
and its’ strength lies in its 
foundation: the repeated bomb- 
ing of civilian populations. In 
that was the touch of the diplo- 
mat. He did ‘not plead on 
political grounds, but on a far 
more appealing basis—in the 
name of humanity. So far, he 
has got more or less what he 
asked for. As far as the Com- 
mittee is concerned, he has won 
the representatives to .China’s 
side, for he has gained from 
them unanimous condemnation 
‘of the Japanese mode: of war- 
fare. That is something. 


“We particularly ask that 
within the limit of feasibility 
the utmost measures for encour- 
ngement and assistance be ex- 
tended to China. In the name 
of humanity,. as well as in the 
interests of justice to my coun- 
try and the peace of the world, 
T carnestly hope that this com- 
mittee will not Jet: the main 
issues be lost in a labyrinth of 
canfusion, but will act specdily 
as well _as effectively,” he, said. 
Dr. Koo appreciates ‘that 
the moral effect of a League 
finding against Japan, whether 
or not the Japanese are 
given the tag of. aggressors, will 
help Chinn’s cause considerably. 
te Koo is losing no opportun- 
ities.
